TRIALS DISAPPOINT PORTE 





—-| But thé Bullder Is Not Discouraged 


and Other Airmen Believe He 
WIll Perfect Ocean Filer.

HAMMONDSPORT, N. Y., July 10.— 
After two unsuccessful trials of the 
America with large floats for lifting 
Surfaces today, Glenn H. Curtiss re- 
turned tonight to the plan of using 
biplane fins to enable the America to. 
climb out of the water. 

For the morning trial] two floats, each 
weighing 260 pounds, had been fitted 
to the sides of the America. They caused 
the tail of the America to drag, ac- 
cording to Lieut. Porte. He could not 
tThake the craft plane with them, and 
on the afternoon trial they were re- 
fitted at a different angle. In the after- 
noon ‘trial the America planed well with 
both Mr. Curtiss and Lieut. Porte at 
the -helm, but they found it impossible 
to make the America leave the water. 
The large floats produced a suction, 
which glued the keel of the airboat to 
the surface of the water. This was the 
first time in his expertence, Mr. Curtiss 
said, that an airboat, after planing per- 
fectly, ‘ refused*-to fly. 

On these two trials the oo aan 
carrying. a-load of less thar 1,500 
between. 400. and 500 unds less Mag 
load which it would nave to carry in 
its flight from Newfoundland.

= Tloat of trained les to the America 
or else try to lift it out of the water 
with a big balloon.” 

Mr. Curtiss is not discouraged, and 
believes that the America will be flying 
out of the wet with a ton of load in 
a few days. trying to find a way 
to lift the Alneeie which, with its 
load, will weigh 5, ounds, he is 
undertaking something which has never 
been done, and has to grope for his first 
principlés by patient experimenting. 

Although none’of the mary aviators 
and aviation experts in Hammondsport 
seems to doubt that Mr. Curtiss will 
overcome all the difficulties which have 
interfered with the erica’s trials, 
many think it may take weeks of ex- 
perimenting, and that the date of the 
America’s start from Newfoundland is 
still -remote.

GERMANY OUSTING DANES. 





Driving Farmhands and Servants 
from Schieswig-Holstein. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YorE Truzs. 

LONDON, Saturday, July 11—The 
Daily . , Chronicle’ s Berlin corfespond- 
ent says: 


“The iron hand is being applied in 
the administration of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein—two Danish duchies annexed 
by Germany—as well as in Alsace- 
Lorraine. It will be remembered that 
early in May there were reports al- 
leging it. to be the German Govern- 
ment’s intention to expel Frenchmen 
from Alsace-Lorraine. That policy, 
however, was not put into effect save 
in the case of a number of ‘ political- 
ly undesirable’ ns. 

‘In Schleswig-Holstein, however, 
the police authorities are actually en- 

gaged now in carrying out the ex- 
Paloma of Danes &nd Danish sym- 
pathizers, and the matter has as- 
sumed already considérable dimen- 
sions, During the present week a 
large number of notices were served 
throughout the district giving the 
people warning that they must leave 
the country immediately. The actual 
expulsions carried out are already 
fairly .numerous. 

“The people concerned are for the 
most part workers and domestic 
servants employed by families of 
Danish extraction. At Toftland, yes- 
terday,. for instance, forty persons 
were summoned to. the town hall and 
informed that they must either obtain 
employment with German families or 
leave Schleswig-Holstein within eight 


days. 

“It is evidently hoped in that way 
to Prussianize them and: at the same 
time make it uncomfortable for the 
more wealthy Danish inhabitants by 
preventing them from obtaining do- 
mestic servants and sufficient farm 
labor.” 


STEEL TUBE MEETING FAILS.

SCRANTON, Penn., July 10.—In an 
hour. this afternoon a fierce electric 
storm, which was especially severe in 
the mountains east of this city, took 
three lives and caused property dam- 
age of $100,000 at least. 

All railroads entering the city, ex~ 
cept the Jersey Central, were tied up, a 
Sunday school excursion was marooned 
at a mountain resort, telephone and 
telegraph lines were put out, of com-

The world has been waiting for the 
French loan hardly Jess eagerly than 
France itself. Even more has been 
expected from it than from our own 
railway rate decision, upon which also 
more than national results are thought 
to depend. France asked for $161,- 
000,000, and was offered it forty-fold. 
The loan ‘is such a success that it is 
selling at a premfum. Necessarily the 
situation is improved. .So far as the 
money is attracted out of the peas-

There is even greater relaxation in 
‘the financial situation through the 
release of the deposits made upon 
that portion of the offering which 
will get no bonds.

Rentes are lower than before the - new 
loan was offered, and if the compari- 
son is extended over a Jonger period 
the loss is prodigious.. } EpMonpD 
TuHERy, the French economist, calcu- 
lates the loss on rentes at 4,000,000,- 
000 francs. - If it were possible to con- 
fine the loss to rentes it would be se- 
rious, bat the fact is that the loss on 
rentes affects every private. balance 
sheet in France. There cannot be two 
| prices for capital in the same credit. 
When the new loan was offered at a 
yield of 3.70 per cent., it was neces- 
sary that thé old loan should sell down 
to that yield. And-since all other 
French credit is inferior to the nation- 
al credit, it follows that.all other bor- 
rowers must pay more. Thus the rate 
of private profit is related to the price 
the Government has to pay, and all 
France is feeling the strain, as THERY 
expresses it, of spendthrift budgets. 

There is a British saying that 10 per 
eent. will bring gold to London out of 
the earth. It is sure that when the 
French, national loan shows.a dete- 
rioration in price corresponding to a 
yield of ‘{neome. approaching 4 per 
cent., the strain is felt in évery credit 
institution. It is a world problem 
now to find funds for both' national 
and industrial necessities. The grow- 
ing; signs of revolt by the taxpayers 
in several countries is a more promis- 
ing sign of private financial: ease than 
any success whatever of national loans

World finance cannot find relief until 
the competition between public and 
private borrowers is less keen.

LOUISIANA’S. EXPERIMENT. 

Into the motives of the Louisianans 
wwho are undertaking to make a breach. 
in the Solid South it is not necessary 
to inquire. The énd of their work, if 
it is successful, will be good. On the 
‘stand they are taking on the tariff we 
disagree with them wholly. ‘The point | 
is: that the position’ of the State has 
long been anomalous; that its nominal 
Democracy has been an injury to the 
nation and to the Democratic Party 
itself. 

The negro problem: long. made it nec- 
essary for Southern white men to 
stand together, no matter what the 
Democratic Party might advocate— 
free trade, protection,’ free silver, or 
socialism. When the party was in- 
vested with national power this re- 
sulted in disaster. It went Into power, 
for instance, in 1892 pledged to an 
honest tariff revision. ‘When the tar- 
iff came ‘to be revised, the interests of 
a large part of the South being pro- 
tectionist, the nominal Democrats from 
that part of the South stood by. the 
interests, of their constituents and 
ruined the revision. The. nation 
‘blamed the party. for not keeping its 
pledges: The nominal Democracy of 
Louisiana injured-the party instead of 
helping it. The grim necessity which 
compelled the union of actual Repub- 
licans with real Democrats: in one 
heterogeneous mass called the Demod- 
cratic Party injured also the South; 
for, once a ticket had been named by 
the Democrats in any Southern State, 
it became impossible to bolt, and as a 
result the representatives of the South 
at Washington were often such as to 
reflect no credit upon it. 

The dread of negro domination has 
passed away, and .with it the need for 
the maintenance of this condition. 
But the condition remained; when 
hegro domination was a deadly danger 
the men who refused to oppose it were 
regatded as traitors to their race, and 
hence a social stigma attached to the 
very name “ Republican.” Now, how- 
ever, the name “ Progressive,” which 
earries no such stigma, offers a pre- 
text for the men who really believe in 
a high tariff to stand under their true 
flag instead of under a false: one, and 
they are seizing the opportunity by. 
thousands. The Democratic Party will 
be stronger as a whole without the 
electoral vote. of Louisiana than with 
it on the terms on which it has hith- 
erto had it. 








A noticeable. development in the 
controversy over the two treaties 
now before the Senate for ratification 
is the ardent support of the Nicara- 
guan: treaty. by: the very .persons: whol 
are most severe in their denunciation 
of the Colombian treaty. This seems 
strange. Both treaties were drawn up 
under Secretary Brran’s eye. . They 
cought not to stand for conflicting 
policies. Deliberate action, in view of 
the circumstances, seems to be the 
Senate’s best course regarding both 
treaties.

Whether a given “‘item.’’ falls just 
within or just without the line between 
legitimate news and) illegitimate puff- 
ing is a question on which opinions can 
honestly differ, and it is by no means 
necessarily proof of a dishonorable bar- 
gain when one paper prints. about an 
advertiser or his wares or his enter- 
prises what another sees fit to reject. 
Always, however, the editorial judg- 
ment should decide. When it doesn't, 
readers are deceived and the press pros- 
tituted.

But the majority of | children have not 
Wealthy clubwomen for mothers, They have 
no mothers at all and ‘no homes and no 
means of proper instruction except through 
the schools, public and institutional. Take 
the hundreds of children who: fill our orphan 
asylums ‘and homes scattered. throughout the 
country, andthe children of the poorer for- 
eign population who crowd’ our cities, and 
of whom we expect to make desirable Amer- 
ican citizens. Has the National Educational 
Association no consideration for them? 

It seems tome that in talking on this 
subject, the greater number of critics have 
in mind ‘the psychology’ of sex, father than 
its physiology. “I contend .that the physiol- 
ogy of sex is mo more “‘satred*’ than the 
physiology of digestion, and. that our children 
have. an ‘equal fright’ to the knowledge of 
both.

The record of the variations of appli-’ 
cations for loans or life insurance poli- 
cies since 1906 and some of the particu- 
lars of the fluctuations of business con- 
ditions in the period of seven years 
make the impression that the increase 
of the loan account in 1913 would have 
amounted to more than $80,000,000 if the 
general business depression last year 
had been as intense as it was in 1907. 

It‘is obvious that the writer of the re- 
view meant that adverse business con- 
ditions caused. an. increase of policy 
loans above the normal to the extent of 
$20,500,000 in 1913.

A reasonable conclusion of an analysis 
of the statistical evidence was that, un- 
der present policy provisions, ‘‘ times of 
financial stringency lead to the de- 
struction of a vast amount of insurance 


cies which are never removed.” 

Taking the amount of the loans out- 
standing at the close of 1912 at $559,- 
100,000, and 10 per cent. as the basis of 
repayment, a calculation was that $503,- 
190,000 would not be repaid by the bor- 
rowers. That leads to the point of view 
that the borrower reduces the facé 
amount of his policy when payable at 
maturity, either at the time of death or 
at the end of an endowment period. 
When a life poli¢y is carried for family 
protection, the borfowing of money on it 
gives point to an expression, ‘‘ You aré 
borrowing from your own widow and 
your own orphans.”’ 

The question has been raised as to the 
number and amount of the policy loans 
deducted before the distribution of in- 
surance money in 1913 or any previous 
year. Statistics are not available ‘to 
show the amount of loans deducted from 
death claims or in settlement of endow- 


is a matter of experience for each com- 
pany, and the details are not reported 
to any insurance department.. Begun as 
a special privilege, featured in compe- 
tition and developed into a provision of 


*linsurance law, the policy loan privilegé 


has been exploited to an unreasonable 
extent as a talking point. It is not a 
matter of wonder that Insurance: Com- 
missioners and company executives are 
awaiting concerted action for restriction’ 
of the privilege. 

To cover a premium due at a time of 
temporary embarrassment or period of 
business depression, whether psycholog- 
ical or. not, is a natural function of a 
policy loan. The automatic premium 
loan is not a new feature of life insur- 
ance. 

To enable a policy holder to speculate 
with money taken from life insurance 
reserves. or to purchase luxuries there- 
with is not a proper function of a policy 
loan, yet it continues as a privilege that 
is looked upon as a right. 

In their canvassing life . insurance 
agents must talk less about the “right 
to demand ’’ policy loans. The business 
of the agents makes the business of the 
companies, and it is not good businéss
